The aowly completed building 
was Ht by the beams of o hun- 
dred searchlights, Huge crowds 
gathered round the bullding to 
watch the notables arrive and to 
listen to the music of the Vienna 
Philharmonic Orchestra and the 
Opera House casemble broadcast

On the sevond  alght, when 
Mozart's “Den Glovannl" was 
produced, the roast chestnut 
eller on the Opera House 

rner was seen following the 
score by the light of on oil lamp 
on top of his iron stove, while 
20 or 30 of the old Opera fans 
were standing round the sireet 
lamps with their score open 
waiting for the broadcast to 
begin. 


The re-opening of the Opera 
House was followed by a month- 
jong international festival ‘of 
music, during which — seven 
operas and an evening of ballet 


were given in new scttings be 
fore an audience gathered {rom 
nll parts of the world. 


This festival restored Vienna, 
tho critics said, to her old posi- 
tion ag one of the leading 
capitals of the world of music. 


From tho point of view of 
international politics, Austria is 
pledged by the State Treaty to 
neutrality. But it has been 
stressed by leaders of all shades 
of opinion that. this does not 
mean that sho will remain out- 
side international politics with- 
out opinions or influence. 


First Step ~~ 


Tho first step in this dirce- 
tlon, taken after the liberation 
from occupation, was a formal 
declaration of the neutrality of 
the coun Passed by the two 
Houses of Representatives and 
signed by tho President. This 
laid down that Austria “de- 
clared her everlasting neutrality 
of her own freo will. Austria 
will maintain and defend this by 
atl the means ot her disposal .., 
Austria will in future Join no 
military alliances and will not 
permit the cstablishment of 
military bases by foreign states 
on her territory.” 


Leading statesmen explained 
that this military neutrality 
does not mean “idcolog!cal® 
neutrality, and that Austria will 
remain firmly committed to the 
West In her political, economic 
and cultural outlook. 


Perhaps the most important 
act in foreign affairs in this 
period was the visit, on Aus~ 
rian invitation, of Dr Heinrich 
von Brentano, the West German 
Foreign Minister. He was 
royally entertained in Vienna 
and his visit resulted In the con- 
cluslon of an agreement between 
West Germany and Austria 
which should end their former 
strained relations and lead to a

Rough Estimates

On Saturday night ie cighty 
housts were ‘destroyed (the 
value of which may be estimated 
at about $100,000), ond seven 
men lest their lives, . From the 
rapidity with which’ the —con~ 
ftagration spread we may con- 
elude that many of the in- 
habitants of the burnt housta 
must have lost’ overything, 

The Mirchandise destroyed, 
chiefly sugar and tea, with a 
few piecegoods, is estimated ot 
about $30,000. Unfortunately 
the houses were not some of 
the old ricketty ones which -dis- 
grace the Colony, but .were all 
recently and substantially built. 
Only sixty one of the above 
number can properly Iny claim 
to the name of houscs,’the re- 
meinder being made up of 
small bufldings in corners,, and 
stalls in the market, 
of which (the property of 
our enterprising roperty Mr 
Duddell) were, we are ‘sorry’ 
to say, destroyed, 

Of the Ives lost, thren were 
dug out dead from the ruins of 
the house blown up by ithe 
engineers, and two others died 
afterwards from their injuries. 
The remaining two were dug 
out from another part of the 
ruins. It is generally believed 
that the blowing up the house 
was managed with proper carc 
and caution, and that those who 
met their death there hed caly 
themselves to thank. 

SOURCE OF FIRE 

The frst commenced about 
half past eleven o'clock.. It orl- 
finated in one of the fish shops 
In tho western market | which 
was attached to, the lower part 
of o chandlet’s shop facing 
Queen's Rodd: Most ‘of .the 
Government Officials and. tho 
sila wero on the spot.
